E dw ard T. Wove ham. age forty-one 
years, one of the best k now n citizens 
of the B u nk er H ill neighborhood, ea« t 
of G lenw ood com m itted su icide yes­ 
terday by hanging him self. 
Mr. W orsham 's body was hanging, 
su spended by a rope, from the top of 
a ladder. 
He had deliberately planned 
his own destru ction. 
The rope was 
adju sted abou t his neck and tied to 
the topjru ng’of the ladder, w hich was 
leaning against the side of the barn. 
H e then let him self betw een the top 
ru ng of the ladder and dropped to his 
death. 
F or a long tim e Mr. 
W orsham has 
been in poor health. [H ia decline had 
been gradu al, u ntil recently his a p­ 
pearance indicated tha t his death was 
bu t a m atter of a short tim e. 
The sad affair cast a gloom over the 
com m u nity in w hich the tragedy oc­ 
cu rred. 
Deceased 
was w ell k now n, 
w as’a k ind fr*end and good neighbor. 
H e is su rvived^by his w ife au d three 
children, M abel, L illian and Clarence.

Mr. Brid geman ad d ed that the mes­ 
sage spoke for itself, an d that sin ce 
he d id n ot kn ow more of the results 
of Comman d er Peary's effort to reach 
the pole than the public d id . he could 
hard ly commen t upon the d ispatch 
There was little d oubt, howev er, he 
said , that Comman d er Peary was com­ 
in g home. This seems to be born e out 
by the routin g of the d ispatch. Hope­ 
d ale or Hoffen thal is a Morav ian mis 
sion station on the east coast of I Lab­ 
rad or.
